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The backbone of optimism obvious 
in most departments throughout the 
college is found in the 20-page re- 
port of the North Central Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools 
(NCACSS), which this summer re- 
newed full accreditation to Saint 
Joseph’s College for the next ten 
years. 

The unusual full long-term accred- 
itation resulted from a visit to cam- 
pus last April during which six mem- 
bers of the NCACSS examining team 
reviewed every possible dimension of 
the college. 

All major operations of the col- 
lege are covered in the report which 
treats school governance and admin- 
istration, curriculum and faculty, in- 
ternal relations^ student life and 
services, the library and computer 
center, physical plant and finances. 

Examiners lauded the operational 
effectiveness of college government 
and pointed to continuity of staff and 
faculty as a key source of strength 
and variety in the school community. 

Saint Joseph’s Core curriculum, an 
integrated learn-by-doing approach 
to general education requirements, 
stands out as the highlight of the col-

He also is encouraged by 
growing outside confidence in 
the institution, indcated through 
increased support, involvement, 
and interest in Saint Joseph’s 
even though 1971-72 was a year 
not without its problems. Con- 
crete evidence of such support 
is apparent in the Fellws Pro- 
gram, which in June passed the 
1000-member mark; further rea- 
son for optimism is the Alumni 
Fund, which won the U.S. Steel 
Award this summer for sizeable 
increases in alumni giving. 

Fr. Wellman smiles broadly 
while noting “in 1971-72, we op- 
erated in the black and it was 
the first year that wg paid into 
the retirement fund of the Prec- 
cious Blood Society members on 
our faculty and staff.” 

How did the college accom- 
plish such a financial turnaround 
while experiencing a drop in en- 
rollment and simultaneously giv- 
ing across - the - board pay in- 
creases to faculty and staff for 
1971-72? 

“To start with, it was done 
with the help of hard work and 
excellent cooperation on every- 
one's part," Fr, Wellman ex- 
plains.
